OONDmONAL LOYALTY 

Upon tlit^ t'ondition tliat organized labor shall have "representa- 
tion on all iigfiicifs ({(.'tcrmiuing uciininLstratiiig policies for na- 
tional defense," a eonfi renee of labor leaders has adopted a resoU- 
tion pledging its lueiubers, in peace or war, "to stand tfndeservedly 
by the staudarda of liberty and the safety and preservation of the 
institutions and ideals of onv n piiblie."' Other eoiulilions are stated, 
also, but tliis is sul1iei(>nt as the basis fur an analysis of a conditional 
pledge of loyalty. 

The mere stHleiiu iil of this condition is an assumption that or- 
^aniacd labor does nut already lia\ e all the representation to which it 
ia ehtitled under the institntions and ideals of the republic. Sueh an 
assumption is manifestly false. Tlie Wilsnii administration was re- 
turned to power largely through the special etforts'of organized la- 
bor. Organized labor has been freely eosnulted by the President. In 
fact, there was eomplaint prior to j'lcet ion that the head of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, more than any other one man, had the car 
of President Wilson. Secretary of War Baker And Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels have long posed as the special advocates of the interests 
of the laboring man. 

But it must not bo overlooked that when organized labor asks for 
representation on any ^ovi'riimental agency separate and distinct 
from the representation which all other American citizens have, itis 
asking something in eontiiet with the "institutions and ideals" upon 
which the Hepublic was founded. Nowhere in the constitution nor 
in tiie (lel)ates atten<liiifr tlie framing and adoption of that doeuiueiit 
can there be fuund any intimation that any particular class of citizens 
should be entitled to special representation in any branch of our gov- 
ernment. This is a government by all the people, of all the people 
and for all the i^oplc. 

Because organized labor claims 3,000,000 members is no reason 
why it should have special representation. There are more tlian 11, 
000,000 people gainfully engaged in agriculture, horticulture and 
forestry in this country, and they are asking no special representa 
lion on agencies for national defense. There are millions of work- 
ers in other lines than agriculture but outside the ranks of organized 
labor, and these are asking no spedal representation. 

Undoubtedly there were times, under the boss-ridden conven 
tion system of making nominations, when the working people of tiie 
United States could claim, with some how of reason, that they had 
not a due proportion of representation in the government. But the 
direct primary and the corrupt practices acts have changed all that. 
An OTerwhelraing majority in both houses of Congress have been 
chosen in elections in which the vote of the poorest laborer in a fac- 
tory counted for as much as the vote of the chief owner of the es- 
tabliahuent. The laborer on farm or in factory had an equal voice 
with all other citizens in choosing public servants, and those are the 
representatives of all. 

Class loyalty conditioned ui)on class representation is no layalty 
at all— no loyalty of a dcpcndanble character. It is not the sort of 
loyalty the American citizen, eitlier organized or unorganized, really 
feels. Temporarily overwhelmed by the consciousness of power, the 
labor leaders have ezprMSed their own views and assumed them to 
the opinions of the labor people of the nation. 

The true American places no condition or limitation upon his 
loyalty— he never has and he never will. 

THE SANITABY SURVEY 

There are two movements on foot now in Jlason county, which il 
supported by the citizens, will tend to promote sanitary conditions 
among our people and will benefit each and every individual muri' 
than anw cmaade of that nature has done in the past.

The purpose of H is to gather statistics and place them> on lib 
in Washington. 

The other movement ia to raise a fond to have a periqaucnl 
ftealtli offleer in the county who will not only investigate unsanitar\ 
conditions but will do all in his power to remedy these. 

Aliready the water supply of Maysville has been found to bi' 
dangerom ud every means to remedy tiiia is being used. 

This is only one of the reforms that will be accomplishcl ami 
every individual should consider it his own personal duty to help 
in this and tA oiler every means in his power to aid Ibis move 
ntnt.
